edge. The fact that the Bank controls, and 
in some cases substantially owiu, and by its 
iDoney supports some of the leading presses of 
' the country, is now more clearly established. 
Editors to whom it loaned extravagant sums 
in 1831 and 1833, on unusual time and nom¬ 
inal security, have since turned out to be insol¬ 
vent, and to others apparently in no better 
condition aecommodalions still more extrava¬ 
gant, on terras more unusual and sometimes 
without any security, have also been heedless¬ 
ly granted. 

i'he allegation which hat so often circulated 
through these channels that the Treasury was 
bankrupt and the Hankwassustainingit.when, 
for many years theie has not been less, on an 
average, (ban six millions of public money in 
that institution, might be passed over as a 
harmless misrepresentation; but when it is at¬ 
tempted, by substantial acts, to impair (he 
credit of ihe government and tarnish Ihe hon¬ 
or of the country, such charges require more 
serioui attention. With six millions of public 
money in its vaults, after having had the use 
of from five to twelve millions for nine years, 
witliout interest, it became Ihe purchaser of a 
bdl drawn by our government on that of 
France for about 900,000 dollara, being the 
first instalment of Iho French indemnity.— 
The purchase money was left in Ihe uso of Ihe 
Hank, being simply added to (he Treasury de 
posite. Tlie Bank sold Ihe bill in England, 
and the holder sent it to France for collection, 
and arrangements not having been made by 
the French government fur its payment it was 
taken up by Hie agents of tho Bank in Paris 
with (he funds of the Bank in their hands.— 
Under these circumstaaces it has, through its 
organs, ojienly assailed the credit of the gov¬ 
ernment; and has actually made, and persists 
in • demand of fifteen per cent, or 8168.843 
77 as damages, when no damage, or none be¬ 
yond some trilling expense has in fact been 
sustained, and when the Bank had in its own 
possession on deposite, several millions of the 
publ'c money which ft was then using for its 
own profit. Is a fiscal agent to the govern¬ 
ment, which thus seeks to enrich itself at the 
expeose of Ihe public, worthy of further trust? 

I'here are other important facts not in the 
contemplation of the House of Hcjircsenta 
lives, or not known to the members at (he 
lime they voted for the resolution. 

Although the charter and Ihe rules of the 
Bank both declare (hat "not less than seven 
directors" shall be necessary to (he (ransac- 
tioo of business, yet the most important busi¬ 
ness even that of granting discounts to any ex¬ 
tent, ft entrusted to a committee of five mem¬ 
bers who do not report to the Boaixl. 

To cut ofl'all means of communication with 
the Government in relation to its most irojior- 
tanl acts, at (he commencement of the present 
year, not one of Ihe Government Directors 
was placed on any one Committee. And al¬ 
though, since, by an unusual remodeling of 
(hose bodies some of those directors have been 
placed oil aoma of (he Cotumittees, they are 
yet entirely excluded from (he Committee of 
Exchange, through which (be greatest and 
most objectionable loans have been made. 

When (be Government Directors made an 
effort to bring back the business of (be Bank 
to the Board, in obedience to the' charter and 
the existing regulations, the Board not only 
overruled (heir attempt, hut altered the rule 
so as to make it conform to Ihe practice, in 
direct violation of one of the most important 
provisioBS of (be charier which gave them

It bat long been known that the President 
of the Bank, by his single will, originates and 
executes many ol (b: most important measures 
connected with the management and credit of 
the Bank, and (bat (he Committee, as w;ll as ' 
(he Board of Directors, are left in entire ig¬ 
norance of many acts done, and correspond-1 
ence carried on, in (heir names and apparent I 
ly under (heir authority. The fact has been 
recently disclosed, (hat an unlimited discretion ' 
has been, and is now, vested in the President! 
of the Bank to expend its funds in payment for j 
preparing and circulating articles and purcha¬ 
sing pamphlets and newspapers, cakulalod by I 
their contents to operate on elections and se¬ 
cure a renewal of its charter. It appears from 
the official report of the Public Directors, (hat, 
on (he 30lh November, 1830, the President 
submitted to Ihe Board an artcile published in 
Iho American Quarterly review, containing fa¬ 
vorable notices of the Bank, and suggested Ihe 
expediency of giving it a wider circulation at 
(he expense of (he Bank; whereupon the Board 
passed the following resolnlion, viz: 

Resoletd, That the President be authorised 
to take such measures in regard to (he circu¬ 
lation of the contents of the said article, either 
in whole or in part, as he may deem most for 
the interest of the Bank.” 

By an entry in (he minutes of (he Bank, da¬ 
ted March 1 Ith, 1831, ft appears that (he Pre¬ 
sident bad not only caused a Urge edition of 
that article to he issued, but bad also, before 
the resolution of 30tli November was adopted, 
procured to be printed and widely circulated, 
numerous copies of the Reports ol Gen. Bmitli 
and Mr. McDuffie in favor of (he Bank, end on 
(hat day he suggested the ex|>ediency of ex¬ 
tending his power to (ho printing of other arti¬ 
cles which might subserve the purposes of (be 
institution. Whereupon the following resolu¬ 
tion was adopted, viz; 

"Resoloed, I'liut (he President ft hereby au- 
thorixed to cause to be prepared and circula¬ 
ted, such documents and papers as may com¬ 
municate to Ihe people information in regard 
to the nature aud operations of the Bank.” 

'I'lie expenditures purporting to hare been 
made under authority of these resolutions, 
during the years 1831 and 1833, were about 
880,000. For a portion of these expenditures 
vouchers were rendered, from which ft ap 
peara that (hey were incurred in (he purchase 
of some hundred thousand copies of newspa¬ 
pers, reports and speeches, made in Congress, 
reviews of (he Veto Message and reviews of 
speeches against (he Bank, &c. tkc. For ano- 
(tibr large portion no vouchers whatever were 
rendered, but the various sums weye paid on 
orders ot the President of the Bank, making 
reference to (he resolution oftbe lllh March, 
1331. 

On ascertaining these facts, and perceiving 
that expenditures of a similar character were 
still continued, (be Government Directors a 
few weeks ago oSered a resolution in the 
Board calling for a specific account of these 
expeoditures, thewini; Ihe objects to which 
they bad been applied and (he persons to 
whom the money had been paid. This rea¬ 
sonable proposition was voted down. 

They also offered a resolution rescinding 
tho resolutions of November, 1830, and March, 
1831. This also was rejected. 

with ihui refusing toxssA.ll tho 
obnoxious power, or even to require sueff an 
account of the expenditure as would shew 
whether (tie money of the Bank had in fact 
been applied to (he objecli contemplated by 
those resolutions, as obnoxious as they were, 
the Board.ronewed the powers already confer¬ 
red and even enjoined renewed attention to 
its exercise, by adopting (he following in lieu 
of the propositions subuiUed by the Govern¬ 
ment Directors, viz; 

Jlesidoed, That the Board have confidence 
in (he wisdom and integrity of (lie President 
and in the propriety of Ihe resolutions of SOtli 
Novomber, 1830 and I3tb March, 1831, and 
entertain a lull conviction of the necessity of a 
renewed attention to (he abject of (hose reso¬ 
lutions, end (hat the President be authorized 
and requested to continue his exertiaiis for tbo 
promotion of said object ” 

Taken in connexion with (he nature of Ihe 
expenditures heretofore made, as recently dis¬ 
closed, which the Board not only tolerate but 
approve, (his resolution puls the funds of the 
Bank at (he disposition of (he President for 
the purpose of employiog Ihe whole press of 
the country in the service of U\‘ Bank, to hire 
writers and newspapers, and to pay out such 
sums as he pleases, to what persons and for 
what services ho pleases, without (he resiion 
sihilily of rendering any specific account. The 
Bank ft thus converted into a vast electioneer¬ 
ing engine with means to embroil the country 
in deadly feuds, and under cover of expendi¬ 
tures, in themselves improper, extend its cor¬ 
ruption through all the ramifications of soci¬ 
ety. 

Some of the items for which accounts hare 
been rendered shew Ihe construction which 
has been given to the resolutions and the way 
in which the power it confers has been exert¬ 
ed. The rooner has not been expended 
merely in (he publication and distribution of 
speeches, reports of committees, or articles 
written for Ihe purpose of shewing the consti¬ 
tutionality or usefulness of the Bank. But 
publications have been prepared and exten 
sively circulated, containing the grossest in¬ 
vectives against Ibe officers of the Govern¬ 
ment: and (ho money which belongs to Ibe 
stockholders and to the public has been free¬ 
ly applied in efforts to degrade, in public esti 
inalion, those who were supposed to be instru 
mental in resisting the wishes of Ibis grasping 
and dangerous institution. As the President 
of the Bank has not been required to settle his 
accounts, no one but himself yet knows how 
much more than Ike sum already mentioned 
may have been squandered, and for which a 
credit may hereafter be claimed in his account 
under Ibis roost extraordinary resolution.— 
With these facts before us, can vre be surpri¬ 
sed at (he torrent of abuse incessantly poured 
out against all who are supposed to stand in 
the way of (he cupidity pr ambition of (he 
Bank of Ihe U. Slates? Gan we be surprised 
at sudden and unexjiecled changes of opinion 
in favor of an institution which has millions 
to lavish and avows its determination not to 
spare its means when they are necesssary to 
acoomplish its purjioses? Tbo refusal to ren- j 
der an account of the manner in which a part | 
of the money expended has been applied, 
gives just cause for the suspicion that it lias 
been used for purposes which it is not deemed 
prudent to expose to the eyes of an intelligent 
and virtuous people. Those who act justly 
do not shun tho light, nor do they refuse ox- 
planatioits when the propriety of their conduct 
IS brought into question. _ . 

With these facts before him, in an oilicial 
report from Ihe Government Directors, the 
Presideot would feel that he was not only 


responsible for all the abuses and corruptions 
be Bank baa committed, or may commit, _ ut 
almost an accomplice to a conspiracy against 
that Government which he hSs sworn honest¬ 
ly to administer, if he did not take every step 
within his constitutional and legal power like¬ 
ly to be efficient in putting an end to tliesq 
enormities. If ft be possible, within the seojio 
of human affairs, to find a reason fur removing 
Ihe Government deposites and leaving tbn 
Bank to its own resouroe for Ibe meant of ef¬ 
fecting its criminal designs, we have it here. 
Was It expected when the moneys of the Uni-- 
led Stales were directed to be placed in (hat 
Bank, that (hey would be put under Ibe con¬ 
trol of one man, empowered (o spend roillkma 
without rendcrid^ a voucher or specifying thn 
object? Can they bo considered safe jrith 
the evidence before us, that tens of thousands 
have been spent for highly improper, if not 
corrupt purposes, and (hat (he tame motive 
may lend lo Ihe expenditure of hundreds of 
thousanils, and even millions more? And can 
we justify ourselves Co (he people by longer 
lending to ft the money and power of the Go¬ 
vernment, to be rropfoyed for such purposes? 

It has been alledged by some as an objec¬ 
tion to (he removal of Ihe deposites, Ibst thn 
Bank has the power, and in that event will 
have (he disposition, to destroy Ihe State 
Banks employed by the Government, and 
bring distress upon (be country. It has been 
(he fortune of the President to encounter dan¬ 
gers which were represented as equally alarm- 
ing, and he has seen them van'ish before reso¬ 
lution and energy. Pictures equally appalling 
were paraded before him when this bank came 
to demand a new charter. But what has been 
the result? Has Ihe country been ruined, or 
even distressed? Was it over more prosper¬ 
ous (hao since (hat act? The Preiiident veri¬ 
ly believes (he Bank has not the power to pro¬ 
duce the calamities its friends threaten. Tha 
funds of (be Government will not bn annihila 
ted by being translerred. They will immedi¬ 
ately be issued for the benefit of lrade,_and if 
the Bank of the United Slates curtails its 
loans, the State Banks, strengthened by Ibe 
public deposites, will extend (heirs. VVhat 
comes in through one Bank, will go out thro* 
others, and the equilibrium will be preserved. 
Should the Bank, for the mere purpose of 
producing distress, press its debtors more hea¬ 
vily than some of them ean bear, Ibe conse¬ 
quences will recoil upon itself, and in tbr at¬ 
tempts to embarrass the - country, it will only 
bring loss and ruin upon the holders of its own 
stock. But if (he President believed tbe 
Bank possessed all (he power which has been 
attributed to ii, bis deterniinatiop would only be 
rendered the more inflexible. If, indeed, this 
corporation now holds in its bands the happi¬ 
ness and prosperity of tbe American people, it 
is high time to take (he alarm. If (he deipo- 
lisra be already upon us, and our only safety 
is in Ibe mercy of (be despot, recent develop¬ 
ments in relation lo his designs and tbe means 
he employs, shows how necessary it is to shako 
it off. Tbe struggle can never come with lean 
distress to the people, or under more favora¬ 
ble auspices than al the present moment. 

All doubt as to Ihe willingness of (he Stain 
Banks to undertake the service of tbe Govern¬ 
ment, to tbe tame extent, and on the seme 
terms, as it it now performed by tbe Bank of 
Ihe United Slates, is put to rmt by tbe report 
nr (he agent reeenNyninptny^ in aoUe e tii*- 
formation; and from that willingness, tbeir 
own safely in the operation may be confident¬ 
ly inferred. Knowing tbeir own resources bet¬ 
ter (ban (bey can be known by others, it is 
not to be supposed that (bey would be willing 
to place (hemsolves in a situation which (hey 
cannot occujiy without danger of annihilation 
or embarrasiiment. The only consideration 
applies lo Ihe salety of the (lublio funds, if 
dcjKisited in those institutions. And when it 
is seen that Ihe directors of many of them are 
not only willing to pledge the character and 
capital of (he corporationa in giving success to 
this measure, but also their own property and 
reputation, we cannot doubt that (hey, at least, 
believe the public deposites would be safe in 
(heir management. The President thinks tbst 
these fads and circumstances afford as strong 
a guarantee as can bo had in human affairs, 
for Ihe safety of the pulic funds, and Ihe prac¬ 
ticability of a new system of collection and 
disbursement through the agency of (be State 
Banks. 

From all these considerations the PresMent 
thinks that Ihe Stale Banks ought immediate¬ 
ly to be employed in (he collection and dis¬ 
bursement of the public revenue,and the'fuiids 
now in Ibe Bank of the U. Stales drawn nut 
with all convenient dispatch. Tbe safely of 
the public moneys, if deposited in Ibe Stale 
Banks, must be secured beyond ell reasonable 
doubts: but tbe extent and nature of (he secu¬ 
rity, in addition lo tbeir capital, if any bo 
deemed necessary, is a subject of detail to 
which the Treasury Department will undoubt¬ 
edly give its anxious attention. The Banks 
lo be employed must remit'the moneys ol tbe 
government without charge as the Bank oftho 
Lfnited States now does; must render all Ibe 
services which that Bank now performs; must 
keep the government advised of their situation 
by periodical returns; in fine, in any uirange- 
hient with the Slate Banks, tbe government 
must not, io any respect, be placed on a worse 
footing than ft now is. The President is hap¬ 
py (0 perceivn by ibe report of (he agent, that 
the Banks which he baa consulted have, in 
general, consented to perform the service on 
these terms, and (hat those in New York have 
further agreed to make payments iii London 
without other charge than the mere cost of the 
bills of exchange. 

It should also be enjoined upon any Banks 
which m.tr be employed, that ft will be ex¬ 
pected of them lo facilitate domestic exchan¬ 
ges for the benefit of internal commerce; lo 
grant all reasonable facilities to tbe payer* of 
the revenue; to exercise the utmost liberality 
towards the other Slate Banks; and do notbinc 
uselessly to embarrass the Bank of (be Uuilea 
States. 

As one of (he most serious objections to (be 
Dank of the United States, ft the power which 
it concentrates, care must be taken in finding 
other agents for (he service of the Treasury 
not to raise up another power equally formid.-t- 
blo. Although it would probably bo imjxmi- 
ble to produce such a result by any organisa¬ 
tion of the State B inks which could bo devi¬ 
sed—yet it is desirable to avoid even the ap¬ 
pearance. To this end it would be exj)odie«it 
to assume no more power oxer them, end in¬ 
terfere no more in their affairs than migbl bn 
absolutely necessary lo the secoritr of thn 
public deposite, and the faithful Mnormanen 
of their duties as agents of tho Treasury.— 
Any interference by theca io the political«on- 
tests of the country, with a view to influ. nM 
eleclioDSf ouscbti io Iho opinion of tho P> oli* 
dent, to be followed by animraedutoditekaft* 
from the pnblio serricn; 
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It is the ilesirc of the Prcsiitenf (hat the con¬ 
trol of (he Hanks anJ the currency shall as far 
!is possible he entirely separated from the po¬ 
litical pouei of the couutiy. as .veil as wrest¬ 
ed from an iiislitotion which has already at 
templed to siib|pct the Rovernraent to its will 
III his opinion the action of the Ucneral Uuv 
I riinioiil on this fihjrcl, ought not to extend 
heyoiid llie grant in the Cunstilutiun, which 
only HUilioii/es Congress "to coin money and 
regulate the value thereof:" all else belongs to 
the Stiilei. and the people, and must ho regu 
l.ilcil by public 0 |iiiirun and the interests of 
trade. 

In coneliision, (he President must be permit¬ 
ted to remark that he looks upon the pending 
■piestion as of higher eonsideralion than the 
were transfer ul u sum of money I'loni one 
Hank (u anuliier. I s decision may alVect the 
ihaiarterofour (imctnmenl for ageslocome- 
.Sbunld the Huiik he sutTored longer to use the 
piililic moneys, in (lie iiceoiii|iIishment of its 
purposes, with the proofs of its faithlessness 
and corruption before our eyes, (he p.ttiiulic 
nmung our citizens will despair uf success 
m struggling against its power; and we 
shall be respuosihle lor entailing it upon our 
country forever. Viewing it us a question of 
transcendent imporl-incc, both in the firinct- 
ples and conscipiences it involies, the Piesi- 
dent could not, in justice to tho rrsponsiliility 
which he owes to the country, refrain fiom 
pressing upon the Secretary of the 'i’reasury 
his view of the considerations which impel to 
ininirdiale action. Upon him has been de¬ 
volved by the Constitution and llic smrr.ige< of 
the American people, the duty of siipriiiilcnd 
ing the operation of the liveculive llepait- 
meiils of the (iorcrnmrnt, and seeing that (he 
laws arc failhlully c.xeciitcd. In the pcrforni- 
iince of this high ti list, it is his undoubted right 
to express to tliose, whom the laws and bis own 
choice have made, bis associates in the admin¬ 
istration of lliu Uuvcrnnieiil, bis opinion of 
their duties under circumstances as they arise. 
It is this right which he now exercises Far 
be It lioin jiini to c.xpect or reipiirr, that any 
rornilier uf the Cabinet sliould, at his request 
orilcr or dictation, do any act which he be¬ 
lieves unlawful, or ill his conscience condemns. 
From them, and from his fellow citizens in 
general, he desires only ihat aid and support 
which lUcir leasoii approves and iheit con¬ 
science sanetiiin.-i. 

In (lie rein.vrks he has rnade on this all im 
portant question, he trusts the Secretary of 
the 'I rcasuiy will see only the frank and res¬ 
pectful d-claraliuns uf the opinions which the 
Hre-ident has formed on a measure of great 
national interest, deeply utlVcting the charac¬ 
ter and u.-efulncss of his administration; and 
not a spirit of dictation, winch the President 
would he as careful to avoid, as ready to ri-sisi, 
fl.ip|iy will he li*-, if the facts now disclosed 
produce uniformity of opinion and unity of 
action among the tiiembcrs of (he aduiinistra- 
t.on.

Hy tho Pantaloon brig of war, advices from 
Liahon have ariived up to the LMli, and from 
Oporto up to tho l.lth inst. At Oporto the 
wind blew so strong that (lie Pantaloon had 
no eonitnur.icatiun w ith the shore, hut was 
hoarded hy the commanding oHicer uf that sta¬ 
tion. It appears that Marshal Bonrinont had 
heco joined by about 2U French ullicers,among 
whom arc soniu of great experience. 

'I'hu Marshal had withdrawn his troops so 
privately, (hat they were not aware of (he cir- 
ninistanccs at Oporto until Ihe last division 
left on (he 8th. He however leR a siitlieient 
number behind to keep possession of the Kurt 
at Ihe entrance of (he Douro, and consequent¬ 
ly (he vessels, about dt) merchantmen, utf Hie 
bar were unable to enter. Don Miguel’s for¬ 
ces, vvliich .ire said-to amount to about 30,000 
men. are stated to have arrived at Satilarem, 
and nu doubt was enterlained but (hat their 
ohji-rl was to nuke an attack on Lisbon. 

His Majesty’s cutter, ISparrow, Lieutenant 
Kiley, has arrived at Falmouth, having left 
Lisbon on (ho 5th, and Oporto on the Idtli 
inst. The accounts brought by her confirm the 
new xvf the abandonment of the aeige ofOpur 
to by the Migiielitu troops; they fuinish also 
some additional particulars which vvill he found 
in tho following letter:—‘'Ooiiniiont, it ap¬ 
pears, raised the siege of Opurto on Ihe 7lh, 
and on that day crossed ihe Oouro,at Avintes, 
with his whole army, determined, it is said, by 
forced niarchei to elTcct a junction with Ca 
d;iVHl, who with a body of -1,100 meo, occu¬ 
pied ’Torres Vedras. 

The forts at the mouth of Ibe Oburo were 
abandoned hy Ihe Miguelitcs, and Uiat river 
was open to Ihe entrance of shipping. Colo- 
nel Bacon, willi 300 lancers, occupied Matuz- 
inhas. Gencr.il Mullellos still held bis posi 
tion n( bianlarcm, Ihe Government of Lisbon 
not having been aide to bring liim..to terms. 
Constant communications were kept np ha 
tween Cadaval and him. The Duke do Ter- 
ceira was still at Lisbon organizing troop.s, and 
until lie had raised a body sutlicienlly strung 
and efl'eclive, would not move to Ihe north — 
'The lied under Napier, was at .anchor in the 
Tagus. The damages sutTered hy the ships 
in the late action were repaired, and it was 
expected that in a day or (wo they would be 
all ready for sea.

RUSSIA A.ND TURKEY.

EGYPT.

I tend 
you hy this day's mail, a report made by me 
to I8J1, to Ibe C. C. and W. Turnpike Uom- 
pany; in which you will see a drawing and I 
description of my invention, under (hu form 
which I thought best to recommend tho road 
for permanency and utility. My specification, 
however, recognizes your plan in all its parts, 
although I prefer (he mode reported to tho 
'Turnpike Company. I write to you to pre¬ 
vent what I doubt not, you will consider en 
useless expenditure, ns I can so clearly and 
unrqiiivncally establish the priority of my 
riaiiii. You will also see that report recog¬ 
nized by the Legislature of Ohio iu 1832, giv¬ 
ing leave to ‘the company to construct upon 
the (rack principle. Although there were near 
a thousand of the reports and plates circulated 
about (hat time, I have no doubt of your sin¬ 
cerity in believing yourself (he first inventor of 
(he plan. Should any company conclude to 
construct upon the proposed plan, they will 
not find me guided by mercenary motives, or 
to make individual aggrandizement a moving 
principle of my mind.

CLOVtiH AND WHEAf. 

Among all tlie Qiudern impruvinirnls in ng 
riculture none aie uf greater importance than 
the substitution of a rotation ol crops, in place 
of manure. By a proper attention to this land 
may not only be prevented from becoming 
pour, but may be increased in lerlility. For 
Ibis purpose there lias not, as yet, been any 
crop discovered so generally approved of in 
thi> section us clover, or at least none that is 
so well calculated to improve our lands and 
prepare them for lift leading crop, wheal, 
wrhich, under proper raanngeincnt, will, in all 
probability, continue tu be the s.aple article of 
western New Voik, 

Barn yard manure has always been consid 
ered valualde by every well mlormed agncul 
(urahsis, and there are many crops to wbicii it 
can be applied tu advanluge. 'I'bu crup.s to 
winch luanuie lium the yard or compost heap 
are applied lu best advantage are uf small 
coiisiileralion ivbeii compared tu our crops of 
wheat. Manure might also be applied lu 
those lands intended lor wheal; but where far. 
iners aow I'ruin filty to two hundred iicies, llie 
small quantity eollectiul in yards and compost 
Leaps would do but litttle towards preparing 
or keeping farms from bccuitiing impoverished. 
Kveii allowing that a sutlicient quantity of 
barn yard manure could be cullecird by every 
farmer fur his wheat fields, it could not be up 
plied at the same expense with w hich fields are 
now renovated by means of clover and a pro 
per rotation of crops. 

That a rotation of crops is absolutely ncccs. 
eary upon most lands, every experienced far¬ 
mer will readily admit. It is a well establish¬ 
ed principle that each plant requires a parlic 
ulur kind of loud, and, by continuing tin; same 
plant upon gtuuinls for many years, that par 
licular loud becomes exliuuiled; but, by intro 
ducing a crop which requires a diSerent kind 
of food, the funner, or that exhausted by other 
cropi^ IS allowed to uccuiuulate; the crops re 
qiiiring the same food may, in auiue inslancr . 
be allowed to succeed each ullier by introdu 
ciiig llie one Icsa valuable, and allotving that 
(o decompose upon tbe toil tu liirniili food to 
Uie mure valuable one. riiis ia the case when 
clover ia used lu prepare the ground fur wheal 

By analysis it is found that both clover and 
wheal cuninin a smalt quantity of lime, and uf 
course toils which do nut contain thisnaturally, 
luusl be supplied .-illi it urlilicially, before 
those crops may be grown to advantage. Lime 
requires also to be in diUiirenl conditions, in 
order tu be taken up by ditl'erenl plants. Ex- 
|ierieiice has deiiiunsiraled that when the sul 
phato of liino or plaster ufpiins is applied to 
soils that it iiicreaaet the growth ol clover, and 
that wlien clover grown upon the soil it mixed 
either by ploughing in the whole croji or by 
turning under rliivcr atiiljifilc, that it prepares 
such toils producing wlieat in greater perfec 
bun than when muniiio is applied from Ihe 
/•rd. ,

•Shifloir lind .'laorr s .Viirsery —A few days 
ago ive looku d.i) to ourselves for Ihe purpose 
of a ramble in the country; and, as we liini not 
been there for llirce years, we paid a visit to 
the nursery of Sinclair and Moore, situated 
about three miles from Ihc city, between Ihe 
Uel-.Air and Philadelphia roads. The great 
improvements ert'ected by Ibe iiidusiriuus and 
preserving proprietors, in the short time that 
has cl.'ipscd since they coniinencod Ihc nurse¬ 
ry at its present location, is highly credilalile 
to them. Iiideeil, we did not expect that so 
much could be done by Ihe means employed 
on this place. The nursery now contains a 
large assortment of all the fruit trees generally 
cultivated ,in fine health and of vigorous grow ih, 
all selected by Robert Sinclair, iTio senior part 
ner of the concern, and propagated and culti- 
va(ed under his immediate superintendence. 
Of a large nursery of peach trees, containing 
about ten thousand saleable plants, we did not 
discover a single diseased tree, and not more 
than ten. if that, injured by worm. This part 
of ihc nursery is, indeed, a beautlTuI sight, 
rile collection of apple, pear, plum, cherry, 
apricot, and nectarine trees, is also very ex 
tensive, and in vqiially good condition. The 
varieties of each of tbe kinds of fruits, are sufii 
cieiitly extensive fur all purposes; and it srems 
to have been the object of tbe propiirtors to 
collect all tbe good fruil, whatever its name 
might lie, and to exclude all that has not ber-ii 
approved. They do not seem desirous of nni- 
king up a long list; 4iut rather a rich one.— 
We, therefore, found Ihc names of all laniriic 
apples, peaches, and other fruits, on the nurse¬ 
ry tallies; and a great many new Eiirojiean 
kinds that we were not before aware of. 'i'he 
grounds were clean and well worked, and in 
this respect Ihe whole establishment, (an ex¬ 
tensive farm, and garden for raising garden 
and tluivcr seeds, included,) are highly credil- 
ahlo to Mr. binclafr. W'c were particularly 
pleased with the grape department, and had 
our opinion of the Uatawba. very miicli im¬ 
proved. Mr. ^ini-lair considers them the best, 
under all circumstances, for cultivation In-re, 
and, allhougli we do not agree with him lully 
on this point, we were much heller pleased 
ivilh them than before our visit. Mr. Sinclair 
has a considerable lineyard of them, all young 
vines, now in the second or third year of bear 
ing, and the fruit at the present lime in iiigli 
pericclion. Several other kinds are aUo in 
liearing, and among tliem our favorite, llie 
Herbenumt nuulcira, as well ns Ihe Is.siiclla, 
Ihc Bl.ind s m.ideira, and several foreign vari¬ 
eties, parlicubiily the red Frunlignac, winch 

}i*r«AVtTenlil'{ieS's 
is pretty extensive, coinprising line plants of 
all kinds uf ornaiiirntal trees and shrubs in 
general esteem, us well as a guodly number of 
Ibe more rare. 

The beuiitifiil silver leaved abe.lc, the alian- 
thiis, or tree of Heaven, and a great v.iriety uf 
other dociilioiii trees, as well as a line collce. 
lion o( evtygreens, attraeted our attention.— 
I'lie collection of licrbareuiis plants is also 
pretty good. In fine, we think we may safely 
say, that the loiindatiuii is faiily laid for one 
uf the most extensive and valuable nursery 
eilablixhnients in the Uiiiim The site and 
soil are admir.iMy mlapled to Ihe purpose, and 
when we lake Ibe central situation of Balti¬ 
more into consideration, it may also claim the 
advantage of climate and locally in a pre-eiui- 
nent degree. 

We were pleased to learn that a green bouse 
upon II moderate scale is contemplated by Iho 
pro|irieturs; one in ivhich tbe leally vahiahle 
lender plants can lie propagated and kept.— 
This will add to the interests of the enneem 
iiialeiially, and we shall he glad tu sec it in 
opcpaliuii.

The Regulation of the War Drparlnienl, 
proraulgaird to Ihe Army in Order No. 48, has 
been moitilicd according to Ihe folluwiug di¬ 
rections of the Secretary of War; 

Di])arlmeiU of iVur, Sept. iOth 18.33 
_ That part of Ihe Regulation quoted in Order 
No. 45, which proliibited Ibe ullieers of the 
Army from visiting the seat of Government 
wilbout exjircss permissiun, wai adopted with 
11 view to prevint the recurrence of difficul 
tics which had frequently been experienced in 
the adiriuiistralinn of the concerns of the Ar 
iiiy. It was not intended to impair Ihe just 
rights or rnasonablo expectations of Ihe olli- 
cers, still less tu affect llial pride of charaeler 
personal and professional, which has alway 
linen cherithrd in the Amnricjii, and without 
which Iheircuuiilry would have little to expect 
from their services. 

The limllaliun imposed by the same rrgiiln 
lion, upon Ihe practice of grunting leaves o 
absence, will have a tendency lu diminish 
niiicli of Iho evil which the above prohibition 
Was intended to obviate. And sboiild experi¬ 
ence lioieafter ahiiiv, that its opeialion is still 
so injurious, as to reijiiire fiirlher remedy, 
while such remedy will be applied so as best to 
attain the object, it will be applied with every 
just regard to (he buiiot anu leelings of Ihe 
oiriRcr 

Under these circnmstaDces, therefore para¬ 
graph No. 4. under Iho head of “l.,eaves of 
Absence" of the Regulation above referred to, 
is hereby rescinded.

DUELLING.— ■% case of much interest 
lately came on to bn tried at Ibo assizes of the 
Siine, ill which a charge of murder comuiitted 
in a duel was made against Chains Ijcon, a 
natural son of the Emperor Na|)oleon. The 
trial exi-ited a great sensation, and caused a 
great number of spectators to bo present, o- 
mongst whom was a considerable portion of 
ladies. The circunistanccs were as follows: 

M Leon dined on (lie last day of Decem¬ 
ber, in the year (831, with M. de Rosaiiihert, 
and met another guest. Captain de Hesse, u:i 
Eiiglisli olfieer. Alter dinner piny was intro 
duced, ;ind M. Leon, was again so unfortunate 
as to lose 18U00 rriincs. \Vhen called on tu 
pay he cootended that M. lie.ssn tiad pledged 
himselflu give his aiitagoiiisi a rtfimr.ke wliieli 
was nut eunsi^lcnl with (lie laws of honor ap- 
pbc iblc to tlie ;'.ai.'.e. An angry discussion 
arose, and .'d. ilc IItsse published some par- 
lieiil irs ol tin' alViir wliicli were prejudicial to 
.\1. Leon, 'l lie difference between them at 
last aiiiouiited to such a height that a meeting 
bec iiiie inevitable, and on the 25d of Februa 
ry, 1331. the liostile proceeding took place 
'’he result ivas, that M. de flesse was mortal 
ly ivoiiiidcd and died three days afterwards — 
On the ground AI de Hesse admilled Ihe bra¬ 
very and strict honor of his antagonist, never¬ 
theless his wife was determined to prosecute. 
Accordingly Ihc se'onds were summoned, of 
whom only General Gunrgaufi and Mr. May 
appeared. It was reiiurted that the heirs of 
M. de Hes-e were the parlies to the proceed¬ 
ing, liut the report appears to be altugetlicr 
destitute of I'uund.ilion.

SAX AND FOX BUFFALO HUNT, 

AND MEETIRO with THE SIOUX. 

It has been customary with the Sacs and 
Foxes, during the slimmer, to make a hunt for 
Buffalo. For this purpose Ke o kuck, with g 
large parly, started early in July, towards the 
head waters of the Iowa River. This precau¬ 
tion oftaking a strong force was made neces¬ 
sary in consequence of (he inveterate hostilities 
of the Sioux, who have long been cunstunt ag¬ 
gressors upon their hunting grounds. 

On (be tenth day, after leaving their villages, 
they discovered Buffalo; and immediately com¬ 
menced making their encampment. On (he 
next day,.small parlies were sent out to make 
observations—who on their return in (he ev¬ 
ening reported that Ihe herd of Buffalo was 
sm.xll,—not exceeding 300—and (hat (hey bad 
likewise discovered signs of Ihe Sioux—saw 
large smokes, and had no doubt but they pro 
ceeded from their encampment. A council 
was immediately held;— A great part of (he 
Warriors were for advancing during Ihe night 
and attacking Ihe Sioux camp at day light 
next morning; others for removing (heir wo¬ 
men and children lo the rear. Ke o kuck, in 
his specK'h, related Iho many depredations the 
Sioux had committed on Iheir iia'ions; and 
dwelt with emphasis on llieir cruel murder of 
many of their helpless women and children 
who had crossed the Mii-sissippi above Prarie 
dll Chien, after the defeat of Black Hawk last 
summer. '‘Scarcely a Warrior in my presence 
(says Ke-o-kuck) but what has lost some friend 
ur relation by the Sioux, Now is Ihe time lo 
chastise our enemies. Let us surround their 
camp this night, and by Ihe rising of to-mor¬ 
row's sun, we will not leave a Sioux to relate 
(he fall of his comrade!" 

Every Warrior consented, with applause, to 
tlie speech of Ke-o-kuck. Fire glistened in 
tlieireyes—(hey brandished their spears—drew 
(heir knives, and returned them to their scab¬ 
bards, eager for the fight they had in view.— 
Ke o kuck paused. After pacing harkwards 
and forwards across the council Lodge, be 
stojiped—threw down his sjiear and said: 

Wairiors, I have been commanded by my 
Great Father, not lo go to war with (he Sioux 
—I have promised and will keep my word.'" — 
[Loud muniiiiring ran through the Lodge.]— 
Ke o kuck resumed. “I will go (says he,] lo 
the .'Sioux camp to morrow—I will make peace! 
—or fall in the attempt!" 

From the stern manner in wliieh lie spoke, 
ill closing his speech, no uliji-ctiuii was made 
tu Ihe course he had inarkeil out lo pursue.— 
The council l>riike up, and Ko o-kiick return 
ril lo bis Lodge, and was nut seen during the 
evening. Wa pel lo was hc:ird to say lo a 
parly of young warriors who had paid him a 
v.i-il, that bis opinion was, ‘Ke-o kuck would 
never rclurii!—that the Sioux, if they got a 
small purl^ in (lieir power, would certainly 
murder llicm- But [says Ibe Chief,] ifKeo- 
kuek falls we will avenge liis death! 

Next morning, at dawn uf day, the tread of 
horaes was heard. It was Ke-o-kiiek with 
, three )'oung Braves;

After travelling about seventeen or eighteen 
miles, and on ascending a rise in (ho Prairie, 
they discovered the enc 4 m|imcnl of the Sioux, 
on a lise immediately in front of them—and a 
valley intervening. Here Ke-o-kuck stationed 
the two young Braves, who were to re¬ 
main behind, and, with (he other, descendc:! 
into the low ground, in full view of (he Sioux 
cncam|>ment, which, (hey discovered, was for¬ 
tified. The Sioux, saw the parly appruachiog 
—when considerable movement commenced 
in (heir camp- Ke o kuck and his I'aithful 
conapaiiion, were slopped about four hundred 
yards from tho Sioux camp, by a deep ereck. 
lie uindc signs with his Blanket for tliciii lo 
come lo liiiii.ivhen two men iininciliatily start 
ed, each benring a Flag —lolloived by icn iiu i 
well armed- When they reaclieil Ihc creek, 
Ke-u kuck motiuned (lie flag bearers to come 
over to them, and the others to remain. Tlie 
whole parly, however, plunged into Ihe creek 
-those bearing Iho flags ivero (be first lo 
reach the shore, when they advanced to shake 
bands with the party. In an instant Ke-o-kuck 
seized (he flag, and pl.ieed upon tho head of 
its bearer, a fur hat:—Ills companion did (he 
same. Ke o kuck, waving l.i.- flag, passed in 
trout of the iiriiied parly, wlio by (Ins lime, bad 
crossed Iho creek, and were advancing lo 
shake hands with him. One of them seized 
his whip, iiliicli had hern laslencd lo his wrist 
hy a string, and atlemiited to drag him from 
bis horse. Fi>rtun.vlcly the string broke, and 
hr. regained his saddle. They had previously 
secured his horse by Ihc bridle. Finding him- 
self in this critical situation, he rose in his stir 
rups, and smiling his breast told Ihrm his name 
was Ko o-kuck, repealed, Ke o kucki His 
companion was also surrounded. In glancing 
his eye around, he discovered ii gim presented 
at him !—He then exerted all his force lo ex¬ 
tricate his horse, but in vain. A roinforco 
uieiit had joined Ihe Sioux, and he perceived 
another gtm iras raised at him in the rear. He 
now began to think that be would full a sacri¬ 
fice, liiidiug resistance useless. At this mo¬ 
ment the two young Braves, who bad been 
stationed on the hill, charged at full gallop up¬ 
on the Sioux, who gave way hefore them, reti¬ 
ring backwards with their guns corked. Kco- 
kuck and his companions wheeled of]'in (ho 
best manlier they could, keeping tlieir faces 
towards (he enemy. Keukuck called to (hem 
—“IFe teish to make peace!" Tlie Sioux re¬ 
plied:—“Meet us at this place, to morrow for 
council."—Kcoktick rceponded, "We will." 
They soon reached (ho high ground, wheeled 
their horses, and took a view ofthoSioux as 
they retired. They discovered (hat the whole 
parly of Sioux waniors. hud advanced against 
thrill—and were then sluwly I'clurning lu Iheir 
camp. 

As they were returning homo, Ke-o kuck, 
requested his faithful companions tu explain 
to llie Chiefs and Wairiors what had taken 
place. Just ns (he Sun was setting (hey 
reached their ciiciwiipmcnt, but not without 
having huen discovered previously, whilst yet 
St a distance,—fur Ke-o-kuck’s favorite wife 
bad, contrary to orders, and unknoivn to the 
camp mounted a swift Horse and gone in pur 
suit, and returned in advance, mving the news 
ol Iheir safety and coming. All the Warriors 
were prepared to reccirn them. Tiioy came in 
full speed—Ke-o kuck passed on above to the 
further end of Iho Camp to liis own Lodge- 
(hrew himself from liis horse, and was imme¬ 


diately surrounded by his wives aud cbildicn. 

His companions related to Ihe Chiefs ai d 
Warriors what had taken place: and said— 
"We are requested hy Ke-o-kuck to say what, 
ever you may determine upon, he is rcadv o 
execute—hut will give lo opinion.'' ^flie 
Chiefs and Warriors de’crminwl upon meet¬ 
ing the bioux in Council, as Ke o kuck hsij 
promised them (he next day—and sent a young 
M’aiiior to infurm him of their resoluiiuu,, 
and In congratulate him upon his success. 

At day break next morning Kc o kuck was 
moiiDlea on horseback, niiisteriiig his warriuti; 
and in a short lime (he whole party were rea¬ 
dy, and look up the line of march towards the 
Sioux camp, with all (heir women and chil¬ 
dren.

manoeuvred so as to show a strong force.— 
Keo o kuck, Ihe Chiefs, Braves and Warrion 
advanced.—After crossing Ihe Creek, he halt¬ 
ed, and advanced with Ihe Chiefs—but reflect¬ 
ing that (he Sioux might fire ujion them, and 
kill all the Chiefs they being drawn up in or¬ 
der of Battle—he requested the Chiefs to hall, 
and advanced alone loivanls Ihe Siuux eain|. 
As 1 before stated, he was well mounted on a 
proud charger, that pranced, and showed his 
rider tu great advantage. Un his near ap¬ 
proach, he discovered that the advance line cf 
Sioux warriors were painted blaek—andwbrn 
about fifty yards off, Ihe Sioux fired their 
guns in the air, grounded Iheir arms, and 
threw down Iheir powder horns —Ke o kuck’a 
parly in (he rear returned the sniute. Tl.e 
Siuux Chiefs advanced alone to meet Ke o- 
kuck, aiid •hook hands. They were old ac¬ 
quaintances, having been to \\ ashiiiglon City 
together. Tho whole party of Sioux now 
rushed up to shake hands w ith Ke o kuck, and 
his Chiefs and Warriors, wlio had all came 
up—'I'ho Sioux women running with ibeir 
children on Iheir backs, calling aloud, tee have 
made peace with the Sacs. 

A large space had been cleared off by (he 
Sioux fur the reception of the Sacs and 1* oxe*, 
—when (licy motioned them to range-Ihciii 
selves in line, whilst the Sionx did Iho same, 
The high Priest or Master of ceremonies, pre- 
rceded to the fire in (he middle of the square, 
cut a slice of fl'-sli froiii a roasted ifJog.’’ 
went to tbe Siuux Chief, und calling ujion the 
Great Spirit to witness the sincerity of (heir 
hearts in making peace, pl.iced it in hisinoutli. 
He (hen proceeded lo Ke-o kuck, and went 
Ihiougli the same ceremony—and continued 
alternately, giving tu the Sioux and Sacs and 
Foxes, until all had partaken of the lavonlo 
niiirsfl of cunsecrated meat, after which they 
were treated with a feast of Bufl'alu meat and 
marrowbones,—shook hands and parted.' Kc- 
n kuck and Ills parly returned lo the creek, 
where (heir wuiiicii and children had arrLied 
and made-Iheir F,iicaiii|iment. Ihc Siuux 
warriors paid them a visit, and danced round 
their Ciiiiip in a nieiincing ni.intier. The .Sac 
warriors lolded Iheir arms, and looked wilU 
contempt un Iheir moveiiicnis. Tbe l-iuux 
returned lo their camp when their Chiet und 
(wo of his fullowers paid a visit to Ke-o kuck 
and the Chiefs in (he evening. 

Early next morning Kc-o-kuek and all Ins 
warriors fully cqui|)ped and muunli d,'inadr a 
rush ujion the Sioux camp—siiriouiulrd it,and 
displayed teats of hursemanship-darling their 
spears as if in Baltic—then disinuuiited, and 
commenced a dance.—The Siou[^ promised lu 
keep the peace four ycas-t —The Sacs and Fox¬ 
es consented tu make peace but did not stipu¬ 
late tbe lime. Tbe Sioux broke up Iheir camp 
tin<t •l»rl»rf*lo llu> Wual for iheir llunluig 
grounds. Tbe Sacs, and Foxes rulorned to 
their former encampment, and remained until 
they hail killed eighty Buffalos, and then came 
back to Iheir villages.

“The St.ite. (it Al.iliama »vas subsequently 
formed, inebniinp this portion of tlio Creek 
country, ami by a late treaty for the remov.il 
of the Imli.ins, ratified by the Senate in the 
spring ofl.ist year, after deriding Ibe mode of 
survey and regulating tbe Indian rights uf se¬ 
lecting reserv.ilions. it wxs ilirccted that iiilrii- 
ders shall be removed in the same way ns 
“provided by law" in the case of public finds 
—Ilijl is, according lo ibo .act of 1807, by 
"mililhry force," if neressary. 

“ The opinion of the allurnry-cener.il lately 
published, slates tbe piii.ciple of this rigid ol 
removal to be lint ol a proprietor to letain 
possession of Ins own property, by expelling 
trespassers, and pulling claimants to their rem 
cdy in a civil action, instead of permitting the 
naked fact of possession lo exclude tin: ac¬ 
knowledged owner.
